No  Camp  Sites  have  ])een  licensed  during  the  year. 

Note. — There  are  however  eases  of  odd  week-end 
campers  and  holiday  camps,  established  in  tlu*  district 
for  ])eriods  of  several  days. 

These  campers  ])itch  tlieii'  tents  on  farm  lands,  and 
so  far,  no  nuisances  have  been  created,  and  the  sites  are 
regulai'ly  inspected.  This  cam])ing  is  very  intermittent 
and  does  not  come  within  the  scope  of  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act.  1936. 

(vi)  Smoke  Abatement. 

Fairly  successful  attem])ts  have  been  made  to 
extinguish  the  fires  in  two  pit  heaps  ; the  most 
effective  remedy  ajipears  to  be  the  spreading  of  marl 
or  stone  quarry  refuse,  over  the  burning  portion. 
S])raying  with  water  is  being  tried  but  much  steam  is 
caused,  although  otherwise,  tliis  method  appears  to  be 
effective  in  controlling  any  nuisance.

Licences  for  Slanghten’  Houses  hava^  been  renewed. 

These  wei-e  mostly  Slaughter-houses  attached  to 
Butchers’  sho])s. 
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No  slaughtering  takes  place  in  this  district  except  the 
.slaughtering  of  pigs  for  Home  Consumption  under 
licence  from  the  Food  Control  Committee.  Inspections 
take  place  at  the  .shops,  and  the  allocation  Depot  in  this 
area,  which  includes  the  premises  where  food  is  piepared. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  under  these  licences, 
for  Home  consumption,  during  1940  was  eleven. 

Adulteration  of  Food. 

The  County  Council  take  samples  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts. 

CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION 

OF  FOOD. 

The  laboratories  at  the  Kings’  College,  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne  are  used  for  this  purpose. 

The  nature  of  work  done  is  the  Bacteriological  Ex- 
amination of  Milk  Samples  Four  of  which  vure  ex- 
amined during  the  year  two  lieing  repeat  samples 
from  the  same  purveyors.

SHELLFISH. 

There  are  no  shell-fish  beds  in  the  area. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1940,  202  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease,  excluding  Tuberculosis,  werc^ 
notified.  This  compares  Avith  a figure  of  75  for  the 
preceding  year. 

The  past  year  has  seen  a AAulcone  decline  in  the  in- 
cidence of  infectious  disease  in  your  area.  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  are  now  notifiable  and  the  notificatioiu 
of  these  diseases  accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  total 
notifications. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

18  cases  hav'e  been  notified  as  having  occured  during 
the  year.  Tlie  notification  figure  is  1.2  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  corresponding  figure  for  England  and 
Wales,  is  1.03  per  1 ,000.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type 
and  gave  no  cause  for  anxiety. 

IJJPTHERIA. 

Only  4 cases  of  di])theria  were  notified  as  compared  with 
20  cas(^s  during  1030,  This  gives  a notification  figure  of 
O.020  })er  1,000  of  the  po])ulation,  The  corresponding 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.00. 

Although  there  has  been  a decline  in  the  incidence  of 
this  disease  in  the  countrv  as  a whole,  1 am  sure  that  vour 
immunisation  scheme  has  j)layed  a big  part  in  the  reduct- 
ion of  the  incidence  of  this  disease  in  vour  district. 

Measles. 

100  cases  of  measles  were  notified.  This  figure 
appears  to  be  high  but  there  was  an  increased  number  of 
this  disease  all  ovei’  tlu‘  countzy  during  the  ])ast  year. 
Th(^  disease  v as  of  a mild  tyjze  and  caused  no  anxiety. 

Pneumonia. 

0 cases  of  Pi-imaiy,  acute,  pneumonia  were  notified, 
which  give  a figui'e  of  0.30  notifications  per  1,000 
})0})ulation.  PTiis  figure  is  z’ather  low'  and  I am  afiuid 
that  the  notifications  of  this  disease  have  not  been  so 
satisfactoiy. 


The  influx  of  large  numbers  of  troo])s  into  your  distiact 
lias  not  1 think  excerised  any  advez'se  effect  u])on  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease.  Reyulai-  insjiections  of 
all  cam])S  etc.,  are  made  and  your  Health  l)e])t.,  co- 
op(*i'])ates  w'ith  the  Military  authorities  in  evezy  way  izi 
which  it  is  f)ossibl(%  izi  an  endeavour  to  lessezz  the  cliazzces 
of  azi  outl)z-eak  of  izifectious  disease. 

Disinfection. 

j)isizzfection  of  pz’cznises  has  beezi  carried  out  by  your 
officers  ozi  tlu*  z eznoval  of  aziy  cases  of  di]ztheria  or  scarlet 
fever,  or  on  the  tz^rzninatiozz  of  the  period  of  isolation  of 
tlie  disease  if  the  disease  has  Izeezi  ziiirsed  at  home.  The 
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clothing  and  bedding  of  the  patient  is  disinfected  in  the 
steam  disinfector,  at  the  hospital.  Disinfections  are 
also  carried  out  at  houses  where  the  death  or  removal  of 
a ])erson  suffering  from  tuberculosis  has  occured.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  tho  jjast  year,  ten  cases  of  Pulmonary 
- Tuberculosis  and  eleven  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

Three  deaths  occured  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  one  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
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r luivo  no  reason  to  believe  tliat  the  notification  of 
Tuberculosis  in  this  area  is  unsatisfactory,  and  it  has 
not  been  necessary  to  take  action  in  any  case  of  wilfull 
neglect  or  refusal  to  notify. 
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
